In the Commonwealth Parliament the Upper 
House is knownas the Senate and the Lower as the House of Representatives. in 
the bicameral States the Upper House 1s known as the Legislative Council and the 
Lower House. in New South Wales. Victoria. and Western Australia. as the 
Legislative Assembly —hichis also the name of the Queensland Parliament) and 
in South Australia anu Tasmania. as the House of Assembly 


The members of the Legislative Assembly or House of Assembly, as the case 
may be, of each State are elected by the people, the franchise extendingto British 
subjects who are at least 18 years of age Members of State Legislative Councils 
are. in common with members of the Lower Houses, elected by the people of the 
respective States In the Commonwealth Parliament the qualifications for the 
franchise are identical for both Houses. extending to British subjects who have 
lived in Australia for s1x months continuously and whoare at least 18 years of age
